Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
information described in the related prior art, particularly the article authored by Osman, entitled 
Pressure Analysis of a Fractured Well in Multilayered Reservoirs. The improvement comprises 
a method for providing production optimization of reservoir completions having a plurality of 
completed intervals via available production analysis and production logging data which provides 
a quantitative analysis procedure for reservoir and fracture properties using commingled 
reservoirs, wherein pressures for specific zones in a reservoir are measured; midzone pressures 
are computed using a selected traverse model; the computed midzone pressures are compared 
with the measured pressures; the bottomhole pressure of the reservoir is modeled based on the 
traverse model and compared with historic data; and a recompletion process is determined and 
selected for maximizing zone-by-zone production. This patentable distinction is included in each 
of the independent claims, nos. 1, 9 and 12. The art of record, either individually or in 
combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render obvious the useful, concrete and tangible 
production optimization of reservoir completions having a plurality of completed intervals> 
having the corresponding structure which is disclosed in the specification and equivalents 
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thereof at least at page 5, line 27 through page 1 1 , line 4, and Figure 1 . In view of the foregoing, 
the claims of the present application are found to be patentable over the prior art.
